DOLLAR LINES 
WANT TO BUY 
TEN U.S. SHIPS 


Washington, January 30.—Pur- 
chase of 10 shipping board vessels 
operated to the Orient by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship company, of San 
Francisco, and the Admiral] Oriental 
Line, of Seattle, was the subject of 
a conference today between R. Stan- 
ley Dollar, of the Admiral Line, and 
officials of the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration. The Dollar interests have 
been negutiating for the ships for 
several months. 

“We will close this deal now or 
drop it,” said Mr. Dollar, adding that 
he hoped to complete his conferences 
here and to close the sale before Feb- 
ruary 7 when the Dollar Lines launch 
their around-the-world service with 
the sailing from New York of the 
steamship President Adams. 

Five of the vessels sought by the 
Dollar interests are operated by the 
Pacific Mail in a fortnightly service 
to Honolulu, Kobe, Shanghai, Hong 
Kong and Manila. They are the 
Presidents Taft, Cleveland, Wilson, 
Lincoln and Pierce.. The other five, 
the Presidents Jackson, Jefferson, 
Grant, Madison and McKinley. are 
run to the Orient via Victoria, B. C., 
in a 12-day service by the Admiral 
Line.

Stairway Grave 


Of Lost Corpses 


Aurora, Ill., January 30.—Con- 
may hide the dismembered 
bodies of Warren J. Lincoln's vic- 
tims, as it hid their severed heads. 

Nine prisoners, under the _ direc- 
tion of Police Chief Frank Michels, 
began Wednesday afternoon to break 
up a peculiar concrete foundation for 
back stairs in the Lincoln home. 

Excavation on various portions of 
the Lineoln farm, where the mur- 
derer said he had buried the bodies 
of his wife, Lina, and her brother, 
Byron Shoup, had been fruitless. 

His attention directed to the un- 
usual construction of the stairway 
foundation by a contractor, Michels 
at once ordered the solid mass 
broken. Meanwhile, other prisoners 
continued digging up a pigsty behind 
the house. 

Authorities redoubled their efforts 
to find the bodies Wednesday because 
the coroner’s inquest is announced for 
Thursday. The state will introduce in 
evidence broken fragments of the 
block in which Lincoln hid the.heads 
of his wife and her brother, and 
the heads themselves. They are con- 
sidered sufficient to establish a corpus 
delicti, in the event the bodies are 
not found. 

The report of three alienists who 
examined Lincoln Tuesday also is ex- 
pected to be introduced. Although 
they have refused to divulge their 
findings, Assistant State’s Attorney 
Bruce Amell has denied a report that 
two of them found Lincoln insane. 

Questioning of the slayer was con- 
tinued Wednesday by Chief Michels. 
Lincoln appeared to be on the verge 
of collapse.

WOOLSORTER’S DILEMMA. 

A hobby I mean to cultivate if ever 
I get totally disabled within the mean- 
ing of the clause In my Insurance 
policy is the collection of oddities and 
novelties in the way of titles. Take 
Ruskin’s Notes on the Construction of 
Sheepfolds. 

The correspondent who seized our 
pulpit the other day to discuss the 
characteristics by which the layman 
may recognize the competent physi- 
cian, suggested, as one means of sepa- 
rating the sheep from the goats in the 
healing world, that the layman should 
know whether his prospective physi- 
cian is a graduate from a class A 
low 
grade diploma mill. She urged that 
I publish a complete list of the class 
A medical schools of America, to 
enable people to apply this test. 

But such a test is too fallible, for 
even the class A schools turn out 
some utterly incompetent graduates 
and on the other hand, if a man las 
the stuff, he may be a leader in and 
an honor to the profession even though 
he be graduated from a low grade 
school. It isnot enough to separate 
the sheep from the goats. We must 
sort the sheep in turn. And that’s a 
difficult proposition because it comes 
down to individuality, character, per- 
sonality. 

The class A schools are the only 
schools at, present worthy of patron- 
age, in my judgment, when a student 
purposes to study medicine. It is a 
regrettable mistake for a boy or girl 
to begin the study of medicine today 
in any of -the low grade schools— 
which, by the way, are quite as ex- 
pensive, somethimes more expensive, 
than the class A schools. It is up to 
those responsible for the choice of a 
school to determine whether a given 
school is a class A institution before 
launching the young student upon a 
medical course or even the premedica] 
course, 

Since the recent exposure of med- 
ical diploma frauds it has been freely 
charged that about a fourth of the 
“doctors” in many communities are 
humbugs illegally practicing. If you 
are very liberal indeed with the sig- 
nificance of the word “doctor,” that 
is probably true, for some folk gener- 
ously grant this formerly significant 
title to all sorts of fad healers who 
have as much right to it as the classi- 
eal Kentucky “Colonel” had to his 
courtesy title. But if “doctor” refers 
to the bona ‘fide title, M. D., doctor ot 


| medivine, then the report is greatly 


exaggerated, for not more than two 
per cent of the bona fide physicians 
practicing in the community are with- 
out legal license. 

If I were compelled to choose a phy- 
sician in a strange community, I'd 
like to have some assurance that my 
doctor was a member of the local, 
state or provincial and national medi- 


| cal societies, I’d prefer him youngish, 
‘but happily married—of course that 


would imply to a youngish man. Not 
that I do not trust an unmarried doc- 
tor, you understand, but I have a 
queer notion that every doctor should 
have a baby to teach him a great 
lesson—sympathy. . 

On the other hand there are some 
trademarks which would make me 
shy off from any alleged healer; we'll 
consider those marks in a forthcoming 
issue.

But listen to this: 

There is a clause in the law which 
provides when the voter can not read 
or write Ewclish, he shall make a 
written affidavi'. to that effect bde- 
fore two precinct managers.

Herein lies the big trouble. Owing 
to the great quarries situated in El- 
bert, of which she is duly proud, 
there are many foreign-birth citizens 
in the county—all of whom will in 
sist on voting. ‘Then there is, as in 
all counties, a certain proportion of 
the native-born who can not read or 
write. 

Imagine the time it will take to 
explain who each candidate is to an 
illiterate voter, on a ballot sheet two 
feet or more long.

erly it will take six months to hold 
the primary. ‘ 

There are other troubles, but this 
is the main one. 

And there seems to be nothing for 
Mr. Edwards to do but try his best 
to comply, for the law is 
specific in laying down its require- 
ments, :

for Mrs. de Bouchel, even in the 
same communications which revealed 
to her that opposition to the mar- 
riage had developed among his 
“friends,” 

“And I am to be ‘the master of 
yovr heart!” My! My! I never imag- 
ined that I would ever master the 
heart of a queen. I must begin to ex- 
pand—so that I can steadily hold the 
sceptre of my kiugdom and prepare to 
rule with kindest justice,” he wrote 
on May 18, 1922, or several months 
before the breaking of the engagement. 

Three letters written in August, 
1922, were the last read before court 
adjourned at 2 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon until 10 o'clock Thursday 
morning, at which time additional 
letters will be tendered in evidence by 
the plaintiff's attorneys. 

The communications of Mr. Candler, 
in which he is alleged to have broken 
the engagement, are expected to be 
presented Thursday morning. The 
series of letters furnished the jury 
Wednesday proved the: sensation of 
the opening session, 

Plans for Marriage. 

The first letter read to.the jury, 
dated February 6, 1922, spoke of 
plans for the marriage and express- 
ed the hope that the event take place 
“at the earliest possible date after 
April 1.” In it Mr. Candler expressed 
appreciation for Mrs. de‘ Bouchel’s 
willingness to defer a foreign tour un- 
til he could retire from active busi- 
ness and public service “without sac- 
rifice of principle or property.” He 
concluded with an assurance that his 
love was “inereasingly ardent.” An- 
other letter, in March, was of a sim- 
ilar nature, 

Results of an investigation into 
her reputation which merely served 
to strengthen his faith in her were 
made known to Mrs. de Bouchel in a 
letter written by Mr. Candler on 
May 8 “My very dear sweetum, I 
was thoroughly happily satisfied by 
the testimony given me of your puri- 
ty, integrity, high and honorable line- 
uge, the loftiness of your life and the 
respectability of your associates,” he 
wrote, 

On May 11, he wrote that he was 
endeavoring to retire from active 
business “so that I can be your hus- 
band in deed and in truth.” He con- 
cluded with “I am praying for God's 
approval—if it is vouchsafed He will 
hless it. May He be your constant 
guide.” 


In Need of Wife. 


Revelation to Mrs. de Bouchel that 
en effort to prevent the marriage was 
under way was made in a letter dated 
Jure 1, “I blush to write that to you, 
but it is right that I do so,” he said. 
He spoke of loneliness and the lack of 
ottention paid him by his children, 
whom he said were “engrossed with 
their own families,” and told of his 
need for her sympathy and help, 

In a letter written July 31, Mr. 
Candler complained of the lack of 
udequate words in Webster’s diction- 
nary to describe her, and said that for 
the purpose Webster would have to 
write a bigger dictionary. He asked 
her to send a string measure of her 
finger in order that the wedding ring 
conld be properly ordered. 

The letter of August 70 dealt with 
the proposed itinerary of the honey- 
moon trip. ' 

“Oh, my dear one, this first short 
link of our life tour is insiznificart. 
It’s the tour that is to lead clear 
to the grave that is most important,” 
he wrote. He mentioned the wide- 
spread talk which reperts of their 
engagement had caused, and expressed 
apprehension that the wedding plans 
might be hindered any time up to 
the wedding hour, 

The next letter, which went to

He must have known the policies 
which Mr. Harding approved, In 
fact, he went so far when he took 
office as to say that he would carry 
on Mr. Harding’s policies. Surely 
ihat gives us a right to assume that 
he knew what those policies were. 

“Parties do not make issues. The 
issues are made by events. What par- 
ties do is determine their positions 
on.the questions put up to us by 
events. Here we have a situation; 
an administration of scandals; of 
mal-administration; of dishonesty in 
high places, not alone the Teapot 
Dome, but others—the Veterans’ 
pureau, bureau of engraving and 
others on their way to investigation, 
fur scandal, Philippines and others,” 

Majority Went to Heads. 

Declaring that it was no accident 
that a republican administration “fa- 
thered the Teapot Dome scandal,” 
Mrs. Blair said it was due to “that 
7,000,000 majority; it went to their 
beads.” 

Republicans thought they faced an 
inept, ineffectual minority, she said, 
urging that minorities be kept extant 
é8 a check on the party in power. 

It was a day of criticism of re- 
publicans and their deeds. Other 
speakers had deplored the “bargain- 
ing away” of oil Jeases, and criticized 
ulleged corruption in irrigation and 
forest reserve administration.

A CHAT ABOL'T SOAPS. 

A great many people think that any 
sort of soap will do; the function of 
soap being to remove grease from the 
skin, the stronger it is the better. 
This is all wrong. A soap may be 
good to take dirt from paint, but it is 
the worst thing possible to use on 
the face. 

Good soaps are made from pure 
fresh fats. They are free frum an 
excess of either alkali or heavy coco- 
nut oi] and they always lather freely 
except when the water is unusually 
hard. Castile soap is a soda soap 
made with olive oil; imitation castile 
is made from coconut oil instead of 
olive oil. Coconut oil is not particu- 
larly good for the skin, olive oi] is, 
therefore purchase a good quality cas- 
tile soap if you buy it at all. It is 
not necessary to get an expensive im- 
ported brand, however. 

“Green soap” is a potash soap made 
from linseed oil and alcobol. It is a 
soft soap containing a good deal of al- 
kali. For this reason it cuts grease 
readily and can be used for very oily 
scalps and for blackheads, though care 
must be taken, for it is irritating if 
used too much. “Ticture of green soap” 
is merely the same soap dissolved in 
still more alcohol, therefore more dry- 
ing. Very expensive grades are made 
from cottonseed or olive oil and are 
much better to use. 

There are literally hundreds of 
brands of medicated soaps. Most have 
green or castile soap as a base, and 
contain tar, camphor, sulphur, car- 
bolic or other antiseptie or* medicinal 
preparations. On the whole it’s bet- 
ter to ask your doctor before you ex- 
periment with expensive medicated 
soaps. Price is a good indication of 
quality but not an infallible one. A 
good quality cannot be made cheaply, 
a very expensive quality is only good

WOMAN GIVEN UP 


BY HER BONDSMEN 


Anniston, Ala., January 30.—Mrs, 
Evelyn Sue Rickner, recently indicted 
by a federal grand jury for the alleged 
slaying of her husband, Lieutenant 
James C. Rickner, at Camp McClel- 
lan last June, was surrendered to fed- 
eral authorities today by her bonds 
men. She was under 35.000 bond sup- 
plied by volunteers of this city. 

The action of the bondsmen, which 
came unannounced, was taken after 
Mrs. Rickner had expressed a desire 
to go to either Birmingham or Atlanta 
to obtain more profitable employment. 
Her trial has not been set.

annual loss of less than one-half of 
one per cent is not serious, Mr. 
Berckes said, but when the beetles 
become epidemic and kill in a &ingle 
year as high as four per cent of the 
stand in certain localities, the situa- 
tion is serious, 

It is believed by some authorities 
that the recent cold weather may have 
put an end to the epidemic even 
though, in most cases, it may not 
have destroyéd the beetle. The rec- 
ords of the bureau of entomology indi- 
cates that the outbreaks of the nine- 
ties were completely controlled 
through the effects of a severe winter.
